The Clothing and 
Steel Conventions 


PhILADELPHIA. 


I AM HAVING the interest- 
ing experience of watching two 
simultaneous conventions of two 


very important unions—the steel 
workers in Philadelphia and 


clothing workers in Atlantic 


City. Both are a key influence 
in the CIO, : 


There are some differences in 
the composition and background 
of these unions. The steel work- 
ers were a product of the CIO. 
The Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers preceded the CIO by 


_ more than .20 years. 


Each union’s officers take off 
from different angles on the eco- 
nomic situation. The steel union’s 
officers note the absence of 
unemployment in their field. 
They point out that prior to 


Korea there was a developing 


economic: decline even in steel. 
The war in Korea changed that 
overnight, They go further and 
say they see nothing in the crys- 
tal ball to indicate a decline in 
economy for some time to come. 

The Amalgamated’s _ leaders, 
on the other’ hand, cry of the 
serious unemployment in their 
field because of the very war 
economy that gave overtime and 
steadv. work to steel and other 


metal workers. 
& 


BUT WHETHER the cloth- 
ing workers or steel workers are 
worse off is of little impor- 


~ tance. The real point is that the 


officers of both unions are forced 
to’cry out against the adverse 
effect the war, economy is hav- 
ing upon the standards of both 
the steel and clothing workers. 
Both groups of workers are fall- 
ing behind in living standards. 


And it is precisely because. that > 


stands out.so clearly today, that 
you -don’t hear any beating of 
war drums at either of the ‘con- 
ventions. 

The atmosphere has changed 
some in two years although, as 
yet, the leaders of both unions 
have not come out in their re- 
ports for an active peace move- 
ment.
